ADAMS AND JEFFERSON.

A CRITICAL VIEW OF THEM.

The salient®rinciples of Jelfersonlan De-
IMOCTACY.

Chauncey F. Black in New York Sun.

The Adams administration has, by com-
mon consent, become the object of uni-
versal exeeration, If it had any redeem.
ing features beyond the personal integrity
of the infatuated men who composed it,
history has failed to mention them. The
British craze pervaded it from first to
last ; and the excesses of the French rev-
olution. together with the celebrated
X. Y. Z. affair, whereby it was made
to appear that Talleyrand had endeavored
to extort from the American ambassadors
a large sum as the price of a treaty, bad
set the tide with momentary bui tremen-
dous force in favor of the Dritish party.
The Hamilton measures were continued,
and others even more odious and in more
flagrant violation of the constitution were
added. The Alien law enabled the presi-
dent to banish foreigners ai pleasure,
and was aimed espeeially at the
French republicans, The Sedition law
was intended to silence eriticism, and it
was rigovonsly and brutally enforced, The
country was pusked to the verge of war
with France and to the edgo of a most un-
natural alliance with England; and this
—long after the determination of France
to keep the peaca with us at any price had
been known—was mide the pretext of
great military and maval establishments,
involving an enoricons inerease of the pub-
lic debt, both of which were in themselves
primary objeets of Federalist policy. Pul-
pit and press teemed with *‘ manieal rav-
ings ' regarding the Jacobins of Franee
and their alleged friends and allies, the
Republicans ol Ameriea.  Every cxcess,
every horror of the Freneh revolution
were predicted as the natural consequences

of the triumph of doffersonian  Democ-
racy, among the least of which were the
dissolution of the Union and Dbloody
anarchy. We say the least deliberately,
for in the dream of diabelism which
haunted the desperate Federalist of that
day were things which wmay not even be
written.

Jeflerson had been elecled vice president

with Adams. e remained at his post and
guided the contest at the zeal of govein-

ment. DBut many of the Republican lead-
ers gave up the contlict in Congress, and

went into the state Legislatures “‘to ronse
the peoplo™ to a just sense of their dunger,

Gallatin  alone remained in the House,

where the Federalist members shouted

him down, and intlicted every indignity

possible in such a body.  There was talk

even of * deportation™ of obnoxious per-

song, aml the attorney general was as
ready as any attorney general of them all,

from the first of Adams to the lst of

Grant, to lend himself {0 any outrage that
power deemed expedient  ** Nomun who
did not witness it ean form an idea of their
unbridled madness and the tervorism with
which they surrounded themselves.™

But the IFFederalists had  pushed their
plan of eentralization too boldly. When
the people saw that they had “been duped

into the support of measures calenlated to
sap the very foundation of republicanism™
they swept the offending party from the

councils of the nation, to reappear again
only after the lapse of more than half a
century, when the crimes ol its ancestors

had been forgotten, to run the sane course
and to meet, it is (o be hoped, the same
fate.

The election of 1300 resulle! in the

choice of Jeflerson amd Buarr.  DBub the

party which held power, like the pacty

which held power in 1876, could not afford
to lay it down at the bidding of the people
and they determined, il possible, to hold

on by fraud, and, il wecessary, by foree.
The people of New York having elected a
Legislature pledged to choose Republican
electors, ILumiiton wrote the governor

mploring him  to  assemble the ex-
isting Federalist  Legisluro  and  de-
feat the will of the volers by

changing the law ; but the governor
quietly laild the letter away with ag en-
dorsement indicating his duep seuse of the
infamny of the proposal, and that was the
end of the first attempt to tamper with
the electoral vote of a state, ‘Tien they
resolved to elect Burr and trost tor their
protection to his treachery and his grati-
tude. Failing in that, they couceived the
project of defeating an clection altogether,
and installing the president of the Senate,
a seheme which was abandoned only be-
cause the nujority off 1500 was made of
sterner stull’ than the majority of 1836,
When every other resomrce had been ex-
hausted thcy resorted to the ineflable
baseness of attempting to bargain with
Jefferson lumself, but their overtures were
rejected with contempt. The Federalist
party was dead ; like all such parties, it
wis rotten before it was dead, and 2 hasty
interment was the only decent thing it
could demand.

In obedience to the willof the people,
complied with only after a long and perilous
contest in the llouse,; Mr. Jefferson be-
came president on the 4th of March, 1801,
As a mere literary production, the inaug-
ural was simply perfect ; while as a state-
ment of fundamental theories and repub-
lican principles of conduct, it beeame at
once, and remains to this day, a very
scripture of Demociatic faith, And the
two administrations which followed eame
fully ap to the proclamation, To this
hour it is wuncertain whether the flrst
Demoeratic president rode on horseback
and wlmost alone to the place of his in-
auguiation, or * walked up from his
lodging honse attended by a few gentle
meun.” At all events the ceremony was of
the simplest and plainest.  When he
reached the White Ilouso the whole of
the old Hamiltonian system of courtly
etiquette was brushed away ; the hand of
the republican presideat was freely given
to every citizen, aml his ear to every com-
plamt. (le communicated with Congress
by written message, and dispensed with
the absurd parade of the address to the
executive,

But the **Monocrats *° died hard. To
the last moment of its existence the
Adams administration continued to strug.
gle against fate, Ilamilton’s plan of aug-
menting the weight of the goyernment by
“ entting the states into convenient dis-
tricts " and setting up a crowd of new
judges had been partly adopted, and John
Marshall was busy nntil midnight of the
2d of March preparing the commissions,
when Levi Lincoln, by order of Jefferson,
summarily relieved him, so summarily
that Marshall declared he was allowed to
take nothing away but his hat. The com-
missions were witheld, and the ** midnight
judges " never sat. This done, the pris-
ons were opened, and the languishing
vietims of the unconstitutional Sedition
law set free. Then, with his illustrions
cabinet, Madison, Gallatin, Smith, Dear-
born and Lincoln, he began the great work
of reducing the government in cvery de-
paitment to a-state of republican sim-.
plieity.

My, Jefferson’s sovereign cure for all the

ill of the state was the introduetion of the
e

jtrll::nwnt,“ and there can be no reason-

most rigid economy ; a frugal govern-
ment is seldom corrupt and never oppres-
sive. He cut down the great military and
naval establishments bequeathed by the
Federalists as rapidly as the law permitted;
and ftinally, with the aid of Congress, re-
duced the army to about three thousand
men, which were all that an honest gov-
ernment had any use for. He reduced the
diplomatic force tp the three ministers at
London, Paris and Madrid. He dismissed
unnecessary officials as fast as investiga-

tion disclosed their existence. He directed
Gallatin to simplify the treasury state-
ments and accounts, so as to render them
intelligible to the plainest citizen, and in.
vited every aid in the work of reform.

The whole system of internal taxation, in-
ciuding three-fourths of the whole eivil

list, was abelished at a blow, and
the deficiency supplied by Jeffer-
son's invariable expedient, economy.

When he had exhausted his discretion he
appealed to Congress for authority to make
further reductions, and the curious gpec.
tacle was presented of an exeoutive peti-
tioning the Legislature dor permission to
surrender power and togive up patro
The result was the rapid decrease of
public debt, which the Federalists had re-
garded as a ‘‘ national blessing,”” and the
rise of a new question, now, indeed, in
every part of the earth : What should be
done with the surplus? Of thig govern.
ment, in truth, the people knew nothing
but the blessings; its hurdens were im-

e

pereeptible.  This was ‘‘the system of
Jefferson.” It was faithfully continuned
under his liveal descendants, lison and

Monroe, and has never for an instant of
time ceased to command the deliberate ap-
proval of the Ameyican le. If it has
been displaced by corrupt administrations,
they have mnever yet dared to go to the
countyy upon their Federalist prinei-
pless 'Tliey have uniformly disguised their
measures, denied their purposes, and rid-
don into power upon false pretences.
When Gen. Garfield said the prineiples of
Jefterson vwere waning, he meant only to
say that the special interests, opposed to
popular liberty, and depending for their
existence npon Federal eonsolidation, eor-
ruption’ and extravagance were gaining.
But they gained in like proportion fiom
1790 to 1800, The pawer of the ‘“‘few”
seemed then as impregnable as now.
tiamilton believed that the election of
Adams in 1796 had sauctioned the civil
revolution, impressed upon the con-
stitution the quality of expansiveness,
settled practically the quesiion between
the * Dritish model™ and the hybrid
abortion of 1,37, and confirmed the power
of the Federalists for all time. Gen. Gar-
field interprets recent cleetions in the same
waty, and 15 just as much mistaken. The
interests of the people remain the same ;
neither their rights nor their determina-
tion to maintain them have changed. Jef-
ferson’s simple faith in  their nltimate
ool sense was justified on the first great
oceagion for the exercise of their ** sober

able doubt that it will be justified again,
when, as in 1800, the speeinl canses of de
lusion have passed away.

BRat My, Jefferson loved Lo see the peo
ple move in their primary eapaeity ; the
less they trusted to their representatives
and the more they trusted to themselves
the greater was their safety. These gov
ernments were theirs, by the people and
for the people;” they shonld manage
them, amd *“ cternal vigilanee was the
price of liberty.” Accordingly, in every
lour of peril, he advised then to organize, -
to deliberate, to come together in loeal so-
cieties, which, being connected by the ties
of fraternal interest and correspondence,
might pass the signals of danger from one
to another, **like that shepherd’s whistle
which, sounding through the listening
stillness of the night, gives warning that
the wolf is upon his walk again.” It was
the voluntary loeal associations, the vigi.
lance committees, the committees of cor-
respondence, which lent the strongest im-
pulse to the revolution p and it was the
voice of the peeple rising in thun
der tones through the many throats
of the * Democratic Societies’ which
struck  terrer to  the  hearts of
the Federalists in 1800. The popular club
is the chosen engine of liberty everywhere:
aml the Jeffersonian club, planted in
every neighborhood, is the one thing need-
ful to “rouse the people,”” as aforetime
they were roused by Jefferson, Madison,
and (fallatin, Shall we not take this leaf
also from the handbook of freedom which
comes down to us from the “author of the
Deelaration of Tndependence and  the
founder of the Demoeratie party 27 As
he lay dying, on the 3 of July, 1826, his
michty intellect, half’ released from its
embarrassment of ilesh, reverted fondly
to this system of popular machinery for
the security of popular rights. Faneying the |
struzzle azain in progress, he eried ont,
“Warn the eommittees ! and rising in the
bed he seemed to be tracing with eager
but. shrunken hand a despateh to the em- |
bodied patriots.  These were almost his
last words, The pext day being the
Fourth, and the lifticth anniversary of the

ASTRICH BROT

urged the state of Virginia to be liberal
toward the San Domingo sufferers, but he
denied the right of Congress to grant them
a dollar.

Economy in the public expenditures,
not only that the people may be lightly
burdened, but that the purity of the ad.
ministration may be preserved. Extrava-
gance is the parent of corruption, and cor-
raption is the parent of usurpation. A
publicthief is a public enemy. During
the eight years of his administration there
was not even an Indian war, simply be-
cause there was#o swindle to provoke one.
Every word of promise was kept, and
every dollar was sacredly applied to the
p::’(!)ose for which it had been appropri-
ated.

No power in the general government to
lay one class of citizens under tribute to
another ; duties levied for revenue, and
discriminations permissible only against
those countries which discriminate against
us. “Free commerce with all nations,
entangling alliances with none.”” He held
that all restrictions upon the freedom of
trade were but remnants of barbarism,
and a state of things in which any people,
wherever situated, might freely exchange
its surplus for the surplus of any other
would produce the greatest sum of human
happiness.

The power to prosecute internal im-.
proveinents belongs to the states ; whether
wisely or noi, it was certainly withheld
from the veneral government. In orderto
apply even an inconvenient surpius in the
treasury to such objeets an amendment
would be necessary.

Congress has no power to erect a private,
or a mixed private and public, corporation,
to do that Ly indirection which the United
States may not do direetly.

Fternal hestility to monopolies ; no
power to create them is granted ; the
whole spirit of the constitution prohibits
them. But such was Mr, Jeflerson’s dread
of these subtle and formidable enemies of
freedom that he earnestly recommended a
separate elause in the bill of rights ** to
guard ihem'™ forever. But the danger at
that time scemed so remote to all but this
far-sighted sentiuel on the wateh tower,
that his solemyn warning passed unheeded
and posterity is paying the penalty.
Supreme contidenee in the virtue and
intelligence of tho people, and implicit
obedionco to their will when legally ex-
pressed.

This is the system of Jefierson ; that of
Hamilton was in all points the precise op-
posite. 1lis friend and admirer, Gouver-
neur Morris, who delivered the most nota-
ble of his funeral ofations, stated ehis
opinions in a natshell; *“Gen. Hamilton
disliked the constitution, believing all re-
publican government radically defective.
Ile hated republican government. [le
trusted that in the changes and ehances of
time we should be involved in some war
which might strengthen our Union and
nerve the exeentive. le never failed, on
every oceasion, to advoeate the excellence
of, and avow his attachment to, monarch-
ical government.”

Between these systems of Jeflerson and
of Hamilton President Gartield and the
Republican parly call upon this generation
of Americans to decide, and they ask us
to reverso the judgment of our ancestdrs.
We have no doubt whatever upon which
silde the choice will Fall,
